CHILDREN AT PLAY 
WHEN GUN BURSTS 


Campbell County Home 
Scene of Tragedy. 
Father Races Car 
Against Death in Vain. 


A frantic family Sunday lost a mad 
race with death when 6-year-old 
Louise Elliott died en route to Grady 
hospital, the victim of a shotgun in 


the hands of her 4-year-old brother,. 


Tommy, playing soldier on Armistice 
day. 

A Campbell county coroner's jury, 
meeting at Harry G. Poole’s under- 
taking establishment, late Sunday 
night returned a verdict of accidental 
killing in the child’s death. 

Louise, who was a first grade pu- 
pil at the Owl Rock school was sit- 
ting beside a fireplace in the home 
of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
Elliott, a mile below the school on 
the Chattanhoochee river in Camp- 
bell county shortly after 2 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. Romping about 


the same room was Tommy, toting an 


' J.ouise, 
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old shotgun, rusted and unfired since 
before he was born. 

Mrs. Elliott was in the kitchen. 
washing the dinner dishes. The fa- 
ther and a friend, I. N. Wallace, were 
in another part of the house, read- 
ing. 

Suddenly a bursting noise, emanat- 
.ag from the room occupied by the 
children, rent the air. Mrs. Elliott 
dashed in and found Louise lying on 
the floor, Tommy, bewildered stand- 
ing beside her, the smoking: shotgun 
on the floor. 

“Mother, I must be sleeping,” 
who evidently dicn't 
she was shot. 

But the mother knew that unless 
she acted quickly her little girl soon 
would be sleeping the sleep eternal, 
so as the father and Wallace tuned 
up the family car for the rush to 
Atlanta, she bundled the little girl

‘up in a blanket and little Tommy, 


too, still bewildered by the result of 
the gun’s discharge. 

, Elliott took the wheel and started 
the race with death. Disregarding all 
traffic laws he swept up the pake, 
encouraged as his wife whispered from 
the back seat that the child still was 
alive. With each new report he add- 
ed more speed, hoping against hope 
that he would be able to reach Grady 
in time to save bis little girl. 

But as the party moved into At- 
lanta suburbs, Mrs. Eliott saw the 
life rapidly was ebbing away and real- 
ized that: they would not be able to 
reach the hospital. 

But the father stayed at the wheel 
and pressed onward, pushing his car 
to its maximum, though he knew now 
that he was fighting a losing fight. 
One hope remained. The family had 
friends on Lee street, and he decided 
to stop there and take a chance of 
getting the services of a neighborhood 
physician immediately. 

He pulled ‘into the curb in front 
of the home of Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Wells, 1249 Jee street. and as the 
Wells’ came out, shouted for them to 
eall a doctor and an ambulance while 
the mother carried her precious bur- 
den into a front bedroom. 

Louise died as half a dozen persons 
searched the telephone directory to lo- 
cate the nearest physician. Father 
and mother had run a good race, but 
had lost. 

The body was taken to Harry G. 
Poole’s undertaking parlors and the 
coroner notified. 

Neither the father nor mother could 
account for the discharge of the gun. 
It had not been fired in nearly five 
years, Mr. Elliott said, adding that 
he did not believe that the trigger 
was working or capable of exploding 
a shell. Little Tommy was unable to 
explain and the father and Wallace, 
after deliberation concurred in the be- 
lief that the boy must have dropped 
the gun, causing it to explode. 

The officials of Campbell county 
will conduct an .investigation today. 


R. L. Weaver Surrenders 
To Police in Death of 
Tom C. Davis, Street 
Car Motorman. 


THROAT SLASHED, 
DAVIS DIES QUICKLY 


Participants in Sunday 
Night Poker Session Tell 
of Altercation and Fatal 


Fight. 


His throat slashed late Sunday night 
in an altercation growing out of a 
poker game at 152 Edgewood avenue, 
Tom C. Davis, 40, of 8399 Toomis ave- 
nue, street car motorman, staggered 
down balf a flight of stairway and fell 
dead on the sidewalk as six of his fel- 
low players looked on. 

Aceording to testimony 
police by witnesses, Davis’ assailant 
was R. L. Weaver, of a Josephine 
street adress, who surrendered himself 
at police station early Monday morn- 
ing. Six other men, participants in 
the game, were held at police station 
for questioning. Weaver freely add- 
mitted that he was responsible for Da- 
vis’ death. 

In a sworn statement to detectives, 
W. E. Nall, at whose house the mur- 
der occurred, said Davis was partici- 
pating in a poker game at his home, 
at which Weaver, Fred DeLong, B. 
W. Padgett, C. C. Heard, J. E. Ap- 
pling nad H. F. Everett were present. 

Nall disclaimed knowledge of the 
sause of the trouble, but said Davis 
used anepithet against Weaver, who 
retaliated with more profanity. They 
became obstreperous, Nall said, and he 
told them: 

“If you're going to fight, get up and 
get out of my house.” 

Hle said the two men then went out- 
side, and immediately afterward, the 
sounds of several blows were heard on 
the veranda. Occupants of the room 
rushed to the door and looked out in 
time to see Weaver make a motion to- 
ward Davis’ throat when both were 
standing midway of a flight of stairs. 

Weaver then ran dawn the stairway 
and when Davis turned to look up at 
them, blood was spurting from a slash 
in his throat, Nall said. Davis then 


tottered down the flight of stairs and 
fell on the sidewalk. 

A Grady hospital ambulance, driven 
by J. S. Gunter, a cousin of the fa- 
tally injured man, rushed to the scene, 
but death had come before arrival of 
the ambulance. The jugular vein was 
completely severed and death was al- 
most instantaneous. 

Detective Lientenant W. H. An- 
drews and City Detectives R. E. 
Whatley and J. T. Davis brought all 
witnesses to police station where late 
Sunday night they were being held for 
questioning. It was indicated by po- 
lice that, after examination, the men 
would be released. Examination of 
each will be separate for the purpose 
of comparing evidence of each mem- 
ber of the group, it was said. 

Davis leaves his mother, Mrs. F. C. 
Davis, of Atlanta; three brothers, C. 
S. Davis, of Atlanta; A. H. and D. O. 
Davis, of Lawrenceville, Ga., and a 
sister, Mrs. Oliver Bramlett, of Law- 
renceville.

Washington, November 11.—The 
perjury trial of Robert W. Stewart, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, 
which opens here today in the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia, will 
probably be the last of the famous se- 
ries of civil and criminal cases arising 
from the Teapot Dome conspiracy, un- 
less the government succeeds in ex- 
traditing Harry M. Blackmer from 
France.

Senate May Differ. e 


Although this is the view of the 
government counsel, which appears to 
be concurred in by President Coolidge, 
some members of the senate are of 
the opinion that the conspiracy case 
against Fall should be tried. It ap- 
pears probable that a senate resolution 
urging such action may be introduced 
at the beginning of the coming session. 

It is understood that the govern- 
ment’s reason for dropping the Fall 
conspiracy case is that it rests upon 
the same evidence upon which Harry 
FE’, Sinclair was acquitted last spring 
by a District of Columbia jury. Fall 
was to have been tried at the same 
time but was permitted to have a 
Separate trial on the certificate of his 
physicians that he was unable to stand 
the long trip east. It is suggested 
that if a jury would not convict Sin- 
clair, who made no appeals for Svym- 
pathy, they would not convict Fal] 
who is said to be badly broken in 
health. 

In favor of pressing the trial of 
Fall is the argument that the govern- 
ment was prevented by the strategy 
of Sinclair's attorneys from rebutting 
the evidence that the transaction be- 
tween Sinclair and Fall was an ordi- 
nary business deal. Members of the 
jury have stated that they were con- 
vinced by the testimony of Fall's son- 
in-law, M. T. Everhart, that the $233.- 
000 in bonds which Everhart received 
from Sinclair was actually a payment 
for one-third interest in Fall's ranch 
in Three Rivers, New Mexico, and 
that the government did not put on 
anv witnesses to disprove this. 

It is true that the government 
prosecutors did not combat this evi- 
dence because they were prevented 
from doing so by the technical rules 
that govern criminal trials. This was 
the situation: The government had to 
prove the transfer of the bonds from 
Sinclair to Fall. There were two 
ways to do it. One was by tracing the 
bonds from the Continental Trading 
company to Fall and permitting the 
jury to wéigh this circumstantial evi- 
dence. The other and simpler plan

Catania, Sicily, November 11.— 
(United News.)—Thousands of peas- 
ants filled the churches of this strick- 
en region tonight and prayed to the 
saints for aid as a river of molten 
lava gathered new impetus and de- 
voured the entire village of Carrabba. 

Rushing in incandescent § splendor 
over a cascade below the gaping 
craters of Mount Etna, along the fer- 
tile valley and over the demolished 
town of Mascali, the giant waves of 
liquid fire reached a height of 100 
feet at some places to sweep away a 
railroad bridge with three arches of 
stone and ehgulf houses and build- 
ings along a front a mile wide. 

The town of Nunziata still was un- 
touched, but the danger to that place 
and a number of others increased 
steadily tonight as the velocity of 
the lava flow increased and threat- 
ened to break from its present course 
and carry greater tragedy to thou- 
sands of other peasants in the beau- 
tiful Nunziata valley. 

May Take New Course. 

More than 200 persons were 
homeless when the lava flow swept 
over Carrabba. At that time the 
craters of Mount Etna were steadily 
increasing in intensity of eruption 
and the stream of molten rock had 
ained overpowering force, 

While the peasants swarmed _ to 
their churches and prayers were said 
throughout the whole region, Cardinal 
Francica-Nava issued a pastoral let- 
ter urging the faithful to invoke the 
saints of miraculous powers. The 
natives remained in the churches 
throughout the afternoon and night, 
kneeling in supplication. i 

One of the greatest dangers aris- 
ing from the lava flow was that it

If this bank, shortly be- 
low where the lava sweeps over the 
falls, does not withstand the enormous 
pressure, the river of fire will be 
turned loose on a new and greater 
field. 
18 Square Miles Burned. 

In view of the fact that observers 
predict that the lava flow will con- 
tinue for some weeks, every effort 
to strengthen this bank is being made. 
Blasting and strengthening of walls 
has been carried out to make the flow 
of the lava toward the sea easier. 

Alreadg the damage has been ex- 
tended over an area 18 miles square. 
Vineyards, orange and lemon groves 
in full harvest and hundreds of homes 
have been destroyed. Everything in 
the path of the lava has vanished 
from the face of the earth. 

Many of the tourists camped along 
the mountainside to see the spectac- 
ular éruption visited a cathedral 
where a huge painting depicted an 
eruption of Mount Etna in 1669— 
the worst one in history because of 
the destruction of Catania. The pic- 
ture showed much ‘the same scene 
as is being carried out at present. 
The lava was pouring from the moun- 
tainside virtually the same as to- 
night but it followed a slightly dif- 
ferent path to the sea. Boatloads of 
people were leaving Catania to es- 
cape the molten river. The area ac- 
tually destroyed apparently was about 


the same as today.

Washington, November 11.—()— 
President Coolidge tonight declared 
that the construction of more cruisers 
was needed for the adequate protec- 
tion of the United States and its pos- 


sessions. 

Addressing a meeting at the Wash- 
ington auditorium gathered under the 
auspices of the American Legion to 
celebrate the tenth anniversary of the 
end of the world war, the president 
emphasized that the United States in 
view of its geographical characteris- 
ties, treaty engagements and economic 
importance and in view of its lack of 
fueling stations and merchant ships 
capable of mounting six inch guns was 
entitled “to a larger number of war- 
ships than a nation having these ad- 


vantages.” 

Comparing British and American 
naval construction programs the chief 
executive said that “when their vres- 
ent legislation is carried out they 
would have 68 cruisers. When ours 
is carried out, we would have 40. It 
is obvious that, eliminating all com- 
petition, world standards of defense 
require us to have more cruisers.” 

President Coolidge also took the op- 
portunity for scoring strongly Euro- 
pean criticisms of United States isola- 
tion and of alleged neglect of Ameri- 
can duties towards the old world. 

“KISurope itself has expressed very 
definite ideas on this subject,” Mr. 
Coolidge said. “We do have’ such 
duties. They are not all on one side, 
however. They are mutual. 


Lecturing Europe. ~ 


“We have sometimes been reproach-. 
ed for lecturing Europe, but probab 
ours are not the only people w 
sometimes engage in gratuitous criti- 
cism and advice. We have also been 
charged with pursuing a policy of iso- 
lation. We are not the only people, 
either, who desire to give their atten- 
tion to their own affairs. It is quite. 
evident that both of these claims can 
n.t be true. I think no informed per- 
son at home or abroad would blame 
us for not intervening in affairs which 
are peculiarly the concern of others 
to adjust, or when we are asked for 
help for stating clearly the terms on 
which we are willing to respond. . .

stitution of the United States by en- 
deavoring to suppress free speech, by 
blacklisting prominent citizens and by 
otherwise spreading propaganda “‘de- 
rogatory to the institution.” Mrs. 
MacFarland declined a summons to 
appear before the board, but sub- 
mitted sworn evidence in support of 
the charges. 

In a statement issued today, Mrs. 
MacFarland said she declined to 
make any appeal from the board's 
decision to expel her, since she was 
“quite content.” 

“I have protested against a policy 
of the national D. A. RR. officers 
which is to the highest degree un- 
American, unintelligent and unworthy 
of the deseendants of the men and 
women of 1776.

Boston, November 11.—(P)—A 
turnkey at the state prison in Charles- 
town was shot to death and a guard 
was injured during a desperate fight 
with a prisoner who attempted to 


escape from the prison chapel today. 

The murdered turnkey, Fred Pfliig- 
er, was 41 years old, and had been em- 
ployed at the prison for 20 years. 
George R. Connelly, the guard, was 
cut about the head. 

Charles Trippe, the prisoner, emp- 
tied his pistol at Plfiiger and then 
attacked Connelly with the empty 
weapon. He finally was overpowered 
by other guards and returned to his 
cell, 

Trippe, who is 21 years old and 
is serving a term of from 15 to 18 
years for robbery, after attending an 
early religious service in the chapel, 
was given permission to attend a 
general service. When the prisoners 
were returning to their cells, a count 
of the line revealed that Trippe was 
missing. A search disclosed that he 
was hiding in the baleony and as 
Pfliiger and Connelly approached 
Trippe opened fire. Pfliiger was un- 
armed and fell with a bullet through 
his heart. After his gun had heen 
emptied Trippe battered Connelly’s 
head with the butt. 

After he was overpowered the pris- 
oner was found to have 42 cartridges 
on his person. He told guards that 
he found the pistol and the cartridges 
under a bench in the hosiery shop 
where he was employed and that he 
had kept them hidden in his pil- 
low.

, UNKNOWN’S TOMB 

| SCENE OF CEREMONY. 

| Washington, November 11.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—The national capital con- 
centrated its observance of Armistice 
lay at the tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier. 
| From early morning until twilight 
steady streams of visitors poured into 
the National cemetery to pay homage 
at the simple marble tomb. 

They included President and Mrs. 
Coolidge, cabinet officers, diplomats, 
war mothers, war veterans and count- 
less hundreds of persons carrying 
floral offerings. 

At 8:30 a. m. army chaplains gath- 
ered in the cemetery and laid a wreath 
on the tomb. They were followed by 
disabled veterans from Walter Reed 
hospital, Later on high school cadets 
brought their tribute to the unknown. 

At a. m. President and Mrs. 
Coolidge solemnly stepped te the tomb 
amid flanked guards of soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines and plared their 
wreath on the tomb—probably for the 
last time during their stay in the 
white house. 

From that time on until the gates 
of the cemetery closed patriotic organ- 
izations, diplomats and others offered 
their wreaths. 


The American Legion held a short 


service at the tomb in the afternoon, 
as did the women’s auxiliary of the 
legion. 

Tonight President Coolidge spoke 
to a huge Armistice day gatuering in 
Washington auditorium under the 
auspices of the legion. National Com- 
mander Paul V. McNutt presided. 


AS MARK OF TRIBUTE. 

Paris, November 11.—(#)—Thou- 
sands today stood bareheaded and si- 
lent in the rain for a full minute af- 
ter the stroke of eleven a. m. in 
Paris, as in all cities of France, 
in remembrance of those who fell in 
the war which ended ten years ago. 

The Are de Triomphe, the eternal 
flame, burning beside the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier, was rekindled 
while President Doumergue and Pre- 
mier Poincare review the marching 
soldiers and sailors. Marshal Foch 
and Marshal Petain with Generals 
Debenny, Weygand, Duball, Niessel 
and Nollet were among the war lead- 
ers present. 

In the American churches in Paris 
the anniversary was commemorated 
by special sermons and other serv- 
ices. Representatives of the United 
States army, navy, the Amerian Le- 
gion and the legion auxiliary, = as 
well as Americans who served with 
the French forces during the war, at- 


Champs Elysees, receiving the salute 
of the French crowds. 

Similar ceremonies were held in all 
French cities, including Strasbourg, 
Marseilles, Brest, Toulouse and Bor-

NOTABLES GATHER AT

CARNES SHORTAGE 
MET BY BAPTISTS 
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lanta contributed $3,000 at the mor- 
ing service and another collection was 
made Sunday night. At Macon the 
First Baptist church collections at the 
morning service totalled $800 and the 
night contributions were expected to 
swell the total to more than $1,000. 

The Vineville church at Macon ad- 
ded $55.28 to a previous contribution 
of $2,000, while the Baptist Taber- 
nacle at Macon is raasing funds te 
retire a building debt and did not ob- 
serve the day. 

The Savannah churches also con- 
tributed, but the amount was not 
made. known,

EMORY DEAN HITS 
(FEORGIA METHOD 
OF RAISING TAXES 


In a statement issued Saturday, Dr. 
Edgar H. Johnson, dean of the Emory 
university school of business adminis- 
tration, denounced the present sys- 
tem of taxation in Georgia. 

“To continue the present system of 
taxation in Georgia is to continue to 
have a citizenry of tax payers, nearly 
all of whom are falsifiers,” claims Dr. 
Johnson, ,“Georgia taxes are at pres- 
ent so unreasonably high in many 
cases, that only a small percent of 


is ever assessed for taxation. This un- 
fairness in the tax thus leads to poor 
administration, connived at both by 
the publie and by the tax officials.” 

Declaring that Georgia's methods 
are not equitable, Dr. Johnson says: 
“The systein would not be satisfac- 
tory even if perfectly administered, 
and unequal and inefficient adminis- 
tration of the laws makes the system 
all the more unsatisfactory. 

“To show how poorly the present 
law works, it may be pointed out that 
two Atlanta banks each are reported 
to have on deposit more money than 
was returned for assessment on all 
money, notes, and accounts held by 
the people of Georgia in 1927.

Warm Springs, Ga., November 11. 
(?)—Franklin D. Roosevelt, gover- 


nor-elect of New York, today an- 
nounced that he contemplated a sur- 
vey of the democratic _ situation 
throughont the nation, but added that 
it has “absolutely nothing to do with 
my own election or any future elec- 
tion,” 

During a press conference, when 
the subject of shouts of “Roosevelt 
for president in 1932,” that greeted 
the governor-elect as his train passed 
Georgia towns yesterday, was broach- 
ed, Mr. Roosevelt declined to dis- 
cuss it and-said, “I want definitely 
to step on any talk of that kind 
with both feet. That expression _ is 
colloquial, but it is very clear.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, who arrived here 
yesterday for a month’s rest, sai: 
he contemplated a survey similar to 
one he conducted in 1924.

“In 1924, I sent out letters to all 
delegates to the national convention 
and to democratic leaders, asking their 
views of the situation,” he said, “The
